1 have just finished reading your Case Open book and I 
now have some answers for those who think Posner ’ s book 
really closed the case. 

1 am a retired Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation having served thirty two years, retiring last 
July. In November, 1963 I was a young Agent with two years 
experience stationed in Chicago. Although I never was 
assigned to the JFK case, nor did I ever cover any leads 
regarding it, my roomate at the time was sent to Dallas and 
was one of the many Agents working the case. Because of my 
knowledge of my roomate 1 s character and integrity I never 
questioned or had any real interest in this case. But this 
all changed. 

About six months before the Oliver Stone movie came 
out, I heard an interview on a radio talk show and along 
with all of the media criticism of the Stone movie that was 
not even released, I began to get interested.
